subject. 
Now. the rep ublican p olicy 
is to p rotect wool, which we can and 
do p roduce, so as to hold our market 
for our own p roducers, and to en­ 
courage 
wool-growing 
and wool- 
manufacturing; and, on the other 
hand, freely admit sugar, which we 
are largely p roducing, so as to p ut it 
into the coffee-cut of our own p eop le 
at the lowest p ossible p rice. The 
democratic p olicy is to admit wool 
free, thus drawing the semi-sav age 
wool-growers of 
Asia and South 
America into comp etition with our 
farmers, to the inev itable destruction 
of our wool industry , and to tax su­ 
gar. The rep ublican p olicy p iop oses 
to send no more money out of the 
country than is absolutely necessary . 
The democratic p arty p rop oses to 
send oat as much as p ossible, and 
needlessly to tax the American con­ 
sumer as well. With wool on the free 
list ev ery adv antage is handed ov er 
to the foreign p roducer, and with a 
duty on sugar ev ery hardship is im­ 
p osed up on the American consumer. 
With wool p rotected ev ery adv antage 
is held for the American p roducer, 
and with sugar free ev ery adv antage 
is left to the American consumer. It 
is esp ecially to be noted that in this 
op ening of our p orts to the sugar of 
the world, we hav e freed the p eop le 
from all danger of hav ing to p ay 
tribute to a trust. The sugar that 
comes in, up to No. 16, is a white, ex­ 
cellent sugar, fit for table use any ­ 
where . The p eop le are, therefore, be­ 
y ond the reach of any combination of 
refiners. 
This bill p reserv es in op eration, 
adap ting it to the p resent state of 
trade, that rev enue sy stem which the 
greatest statesmen of Europ e de­ 
clares himself constrained to imitate; 
a sy stem which has giv en us a material 
dev elop ment “the most illustrious of 
modern time;” a sy stem which first 
creates the finest market in the world 
and then controls it for our own p rin­ 
cip al enjoy ment; a sy stem which has 
raised the American farmer to a 
dignity enjoy ed by no other tiller of 
the soil, and the American mechanic 
to a p lace in society and in affairs 
which is the env y of his brethren in 
ev ery land. Are y ou ready to abandon 
this sy stem ? Do y ou want to op en 
y our doors to the cheap , serf-wrought 
goods of other countries? Do y ou 
want to create here the v ery condi­ 
tions that all our millions of foreign- 
born citizens hav e fled from ?

r. M uliett has devoted m ost o f 
his tim e to professional business in W ash­ 
in gton. 
Mr. Mullett leaves a iamily of five chil­ 
dren, lour of whom are in Washington and 
one in Kansas City .

Labor and Wages In Germany. 


TIM Effect o f m D ecade o f P rotection 
in th at Country. 
Previous to 1880 Germany, accepting 
the Briti>h policy of Free-Trade, im* 
ported a hair million of wool hats per 
annum. 
After Protection the English 
were driven out of the German market, 
as the Germans imported in 1883 but 
30.000 bats, against 500,000 in 1878. 
Linen manufacture bas increased in Ger­ 
many 3o0 per cent., wnile it has uh- 
creaser! in Great Britain 18 per cent. Toe 
exports of linen and yarn for the last ten 
years have decreased fully one-half. The 
share* oi the leading flux* mills at Biele­ 
feld. Germany, are 22 percent, above par, 
while the shares of the ten leading flax 
mills of Belfast, Ireland, are between 50 
and 60 per cent, below par. 
Two hun­ 
dred thousand persons are engaged in the 
manufacture of fl ix in Germany and but 
150.000 in England. 
Wages also have increased at a greater 
rate in Germany than in England. 
Why 
is it, some ask, that labor is not so high 
in Germany under Protection as in Fn-e- 
Trade England ? The answer is quite 
easy. 
Protection in Germany has built 
up a home market of purchasing [lower, 
thus stimulating a local production that 
enables the German workman to buy 
cheaper than his English brother, who 
has to pay lor the foreign breadstuffs he 
consumes, and who is so pent up that if 
he lives in else but a hovel must pav an 
exorbitant rent to “ mi lord.” On the 
other hand, the German workingman 
has economical tastes in dre-s and living, 
and meets his wants with a compensa­ 
tory balance of wages. 
The Iron and Steel Association of (!»r. 
many represents 350 firms, with a cain al 
of $262,000,000, and employs 235.000 
men. 
Ten years ago they were repre­ 
sented by 320 firms, employing but 
151.000 persons. 
Their monthly wages 
h ive increased 52 per r ent., and this rule 
of increase of wages will apply to all 
Germany. 
Wages are lower in Germany, 
but they are much higher than under 
Free-Trade, and their lower standard 
than that of Great Br iram Is more th^n 
compensated for by their cheaper food, 
raiment and house rent thou Lo paid for 
by the British wageworker.

He had retu rned to iris o ld ho me, and he was 
believ ed to hav e had designs upo n the liv es 
o f o ne o r mo re o f his neighbo rs, as he was 
heav ily arm ed when taken into cu sto dy. 
A yo u ng m an nam ed Jo h n S¡¿ringer, who 
teaches scho o l sixteen miles so u th o f 
H a s t­ 
ings failed to appear a t the scho o l ho use, and 
o n search being institu ted his dinner pail 
was fo und tu rned u p by tiie ro adside. 
The 
dirt was to rn up as li there had been a scuttle, 
and in a m u ddy sp o t near by were fo und 
fo o t prints and a rev o lv er tram pled in to the 
mud. 
He bad tro u ble with a stran g er so m e 
tim e ago , who threatened to kilt him, and it

sp o t three inches lo ng which was no t. bespat­ 
tered w ith blo o d and brains.

in the m o rning the sectio n bo ss, who was 
hie ro o m m ate, cam e in, crawled o v er the 
dead bo dy o f Lipp and went to sleep, n o t 
no ticing anything wro ng.

bushel. 
My 
brother is in Illinois—in a 
g reat 
apple 
country. 
I wrote him I would trade p o ta­ 
toes for apples—bushel or bushel. He wrote 
back, “ no apples and no potntoes—both n 
failure here.’’ 
I guess my brother will not 
find any more fault with this country.

A FRIGHTFUL NIGHT.

sho w 


m a n to ld h is 
strnnge sto ry in 
this way: 
- 
It was thirty 
years ago th a t 
I started in the 
business; nnd in 
tho se days we 
trav eled by wago n alo ng the co un­ 
try ro ads. 
I had the co rner o f a 
pro perty chario t fo r sleeping p u r 
po ses, and my humble du ty was to 
take care o f the anim al cages. 
No t 
a v pry high po sitio n, hu t really a lit­ 
tle to o go o d fo r me, fo r I was a 
wo rthless drunken Icllo w then. 
The first winter th a t I wns with 
the sho w we were in Philadelphia, 
do wn o n W alnut street, in a large 
building where we had daily perfo rm­ 
ances; and it was ju st l>efo re (’hrist- 
m as o f th a t year. Then the largest 
Bengal tiger ev er impo rted came in­ 
to the menagerie. We called him 
Rajah. There nev er was such fero ci­ 
o usness, strength, nnd u nadu lterat­ 
ed v icio usness in the saine-sized skin 
as th a t tiger po ssessed. 
The first night th a t 1 was left alo ne 
with him I sto o d befo re his cage gaz. 
¡ng into his fierce, bright eyes fo r ful­ 
ly thirty m inutes., and after first 
leav ing him I returned three times 
and sto o d lo o king a t him, and ho 
nev er winked o nce. 
1 hav e heard o* 
I men charm ing anim als by lo o king 
; them in the eye; bu t th a t brute 


j charmed me, and it seemed impo ssi* 


i hie fo r me to keep aw ay fro m him. 
j Alter he came I nev er went to sleep 
witho ut taking a lo o k a t him the 
• ju st tiling, and I nev er go t up with­ 
o u t go ing to his cage the tirst thing. 
T h at besist fairly fascinated me 
and the o ther men in the sho w used 
to t,dk abo u t it, and it seemed a 
tho u gh whenev er 1 mo v ed so m ething 
drew me to w ard Rujah’scnge. When 
j the sho w was o pen 1 always sto o d in 
; fro nt o t him. and used to delight in 
calling the gaping v isito rs’attentio n 
to him. 
1 tried to make friends with him, 
i bu t it was useless, fo r he always re­ 
ceiv ed my adv ances with a deep 
gro wl th a t tu rned my blo o d co ld. 
One day when his paw was o utside 
the biirs I tried to be ii little familiar 
by to uching it, and reciv ed three 
gashes o n the hack o f my hand fo r 
j my tro uble; and the m arks nr« * there 
j no w, tho u gh Rajah has been dead fo r 
th irty years. 
The particu lar night th a t I will 
nev er fo rget was the o ne befo re 
Christmas day. 
1 had been drinking 
co nsiderably, as nsual, and was o u t 
late with so me friends, and was hard­ 
ly able to get ho me; and the tru th is 
th a t I nev er knew ju st ho w I did get 
do wn W alnut str« *et and into 
t lie 
t building, hu t I remember sto ggeriu g 
into the great ro o m, th a t was light- 
ed by o niv o ne gas-burner, in a huge 
chandelier o v er o ne edge o f the cir­ 
cus ring. I kno w a lo neso me feeling 
came o v er me as I staggered do wn 
the incline aisle. 
At the ed^e o i the 
ring next to me there was a spring- 
ing bo ard, and I remember walking 
o u t o nto this and falling fro m the 
end o f it, ju st as a fo o l o f a drunken 
man wo uld do ; nnd then I scrambled 
up and came in co ntact with the end 
o f a ro jie th a t was suspended fro m 
the high ceiling fo r o u r tro u pe o t 
Japanese to perfo rm o n. After safe­ 
ly passing this I remember taking a 
lo o k at Rajah, and then startin g lo r 
my sleeping-place, th a t was imme­ 
diately behind his cage. 
Alter th a t my mind was a blank 
fo r so me time. Then I heard the o ld 
state-ho u se bell strike •{, and I felt 
th a t I was lying o n hare bo ards, 
with my facedo wn, and I lo o ked up 
and w its startled by a gro wl. 
H o r­ 
ro rs! By the light fro m theo ne bu rn­ 
er I saw th a t I wns in the cage with 
Rajah—with th a t bru te o f a tiger— 
who w a s lying at length, w ith his jaws 
no t m o re th an two feet fro m my head 
and his eyes were o n me. I co uld feel 
his warm breath. I m u st hav e l# *en 
there fo r two ho urs, and fo r the first 
time in my life I realized ho w a mo use 
m ust feel when a cat is playing with 
him. 
The do o r o f the cage was standing 
wide o pen, just as 1 hail apparently 
left it, when, lieing stu pidly drunk, 
the fascinatio n o f th a t tiger had 
drawn me to his v ery jaws. 
I mo v ed, no t mo re th an a qu arter 
o f an inch, to w ard the do o r; but the 
gro wl o f the tiger bro ught me to a 
sudden sto p. 
Fo r abo u t ten in in - 
j utes we bo th lay mo tio nless, lo o king 
! into each o ther's eyes, nnd I saw a 
lo o k in th a t timer’s fero cio usly ho r­ 
rible face th a t to ld me th a t he knew 
j his po wer, and realized th a t I was 
helplessly a t his mercy, and I fully 
realized it, to o ; and knew w hat mer­ 
cy m eant with him. 
* My o nly faint ho pe was to get o u t 
o f th a t do o r, and clo se it be’o re he 
co uld fo llo w. 1 mo v ed my left leg 
abo u t three inches to w ard it, and the 
tiger mo v ed the same distance to ­ 
ward me. There appeared to be no 
escape. Fo r ano ther halfo f an ho ur 
neither o f us mo v ed, and his eyes np-

A North Dakota Goose Hunt. 
In company with a party of Brain- 
ern gentlemen, consisting of A. F. 
Ferris, J. J. Howe, Jr., and J. J. 
Frost, the writer visited the North 
Dakota wheat fields in Nelson county 
last week in quest of wild geese. The 
party left Brainerd Wednesday morn­ 
ing on the early train and arrived at 
East Grand Forks at 10:45. Here we 
found Geo. A. Keene and H. Wolff, 
both former Brainerdites, who took 
pleasure h showing the cities on both 
sides of the raging Red River to us. 
Grand Forks, as our readers know, is 
a prohibition town, (from force of cir­ 
cumstances), while just across the 
bridge in Minnesota is the wide-open 
city. The location is a handy one for 
the Dakota people who are addicted 
to their caps, and as the evening falls 
the travel from one city to another is 
something wonderful. It was princi­ 
pally the liquor traffic that started the 
foundation of this new town, and if 
the state of things remain the same 
in five years it will be a bustling 
metropolis. A large industry among 
the saloon nen is the shipping of 
“original packages” into the Dakotas. 
and it is a poor concern that has not a 
car-load of jugs piled away in the 
cellar. Grand Forks proper is a fins 
city, and although her population is 
less than that of Brainerd’« , there are 
buildings in course of erection that 
would do credit to a city of 50,000 
people. 
It was impossibi« for our 
party to get out of Grand Forks until 
Thursday morning, and at 10 a. m , 
we were speeding along on the Great 
Northern at the rate of forty miles an 
hour, the destination being Lacota. 
and we were not alone for there were 
fifty others on ths train bound for the 
same region with a fixed determina­ 
tion to kill every goose and gander in 
North Dakota. At Lacota our team 
was waiting for the party at the depot 
and m a snow and rain storm the trip 
was begun. 
The driver was inex­ 
perienced, the team was a slow one, 
and when night came only four geese 
graced our game-bags, but with 
firm determination to stay with the 
natives until we had made a reputa­ 
tion—or until we were dead broke, 
(and the latter is a very easy thing to 
accomplish in that section), we put up 
at a farm house for the night. At 
o’clock the next morning the party 
had started, but not without mishap, 
for Mr. Frost had let the live goose 
decoy escape in his endeavor to rescue 
him from under the tub where the 
careful housewife had placed the bird 
for safe keeping. Before daylight 
our pits were dug and each man had 
secreted himself under the ground to 
wait for the morning flight which never 
came, and but four birds were killed 
from the cover. That night we were 
quartered at Harrisburg, on Stump 
Lake, and for three days the hunting 
was continued in that section. There 
were millions of geese, but it is no 
easy matter to get them after yon are 
in their country, and our boys felt as 
though they were reasonably lucky 
when the hunt was declared off and 
some fifty birds had been secured. 
The country around Stump Lake 
and in that region is in very bad 
shape financially, and there is scarce­ 
ly a farmer but who would be glad 
to sell his land for less than it cost 
him. Crops have been a fail are for 
several years, and in many instances 
farms have been abandoned. There 
are hundreds of acres of grain left 
standing in the field, being too poor 
to cut. 
Stump Lake is certainly a curiosity, 
situated as it is upon the prairie with­ 
out a stick of timber for miles around 
as far as the eye can reach, except a 
few scrubs around the edges, and oae 
would hardly think that the lake had 
furnished the farmers in that region 
with wood for the past ten years, and 
was so doing to-day. The body of 
water is 30 miles long and in the 
shape of an S. Its bed must have 
seen at one time a dense forest of 
luge oak trees, which at some period 
unknown to the oldest inhabitant, 
sunk and carried this body of timber 
with it. The water is salt, the same 
as Devil’s Lake, and the timber is in 
well a preserved state as when 
growing. The farmers fish for their 
wood there and if they could only 
discover a lake in which they could 
fish up their bread and butter they 
might stand some show of holding 
out 
until good times strike that 
section again.

What it Keans to Brainerd. 
The Northwestern Lumberman pub­ 
lishes tho following article which 
shows what Brainerd will gain when 
the syndicate officially announce their 
intention of locating in this city: 
It is doubtful whether the lumber trade 
as a rule fully comprehends the mean­ 
ing of the purchase by the Weyer 
hauser syndicate of all of the standing 
pine in Minnesota acquired by the 
Northern Pacific road with its land 
grant. The timber upon which the 
syndicate begins operations will ap­ 
proximate 600,000,000 feet. The deal 
will net the Northern Pacific a million 
dollars on the sale, something like 
•400,000 of which has already been 
paid. This timber by the terms of 
the contract must be manufactured at 
some point on the line of the Northern 
Pacific, although auy point for manu­ 
facture that will guarantee to the 
Northern Pacific the hauling of the 
product, will be deemed a sufficient 
fulfillment of the terms of the agree 
ment. This is a plain statemeut of a 
simple contract, bargain and sale, hut 
examined closely it will be found to lie 
a transaction of importance to more 
than one interest in the northwest. 
First, the amount of pine purchased 
is about equal to the total cut of two 
whole years on the Mississippi al>ove 
Minneapolis, and is certainly of great 
importance to the lumber market gen­ 
erally. >econd, the purchase contract 
requires operations to begin at once 
and it puts actively at work 81,000,000 
of new capital controlled by such con 
servative lumber kings as Messrs. 
Weyerhauser, Denkman, Musser, Nor­ 
ton, Rutledge and Sauntry. Third, it 
means the absorption of a consider­ 
able amount of surplus labor and the 
securing of fat contracts for machinery 
and equipment by some of the Lum­ 
berman’s lucky advertisers. 
But it is not lumbermen alone that 
are interested in the syndicate deal 
The general public can see that the 
Northern Pacific offic.als had a busi 
ness head on their shoulders when they 
inserted the clause in the contract 
which secures the traffic to their road. 
It is figured that one acre of average 
pine land will produce as much reve­ 
nue for one year for a railroad as 100 
acres of agricultural land. These 
figures were also prominently in the 
inind of the Milwaukee A St. Paul 
management when it recently acquired 
the Milwaukee A Northern. It pre 
ferred to extend northward and secure 
a heavy and well paying lumber traffic 
rather than to cross the Missouri river 
and push westward through a sparsely 
settled agricultural country. In line 
with the 
Northern Pacific-Weyer 
hauser deal also, is the action of the 
Atchison, Topeka A Santa Fe road, 
which on Oct. 2, sold to Mitchell Bros., 
of Michigan, at S10 an acre, 300,000 
acres of pine land at Grant Station on 
the Atlantic A Pacific. The terms of 
this sale likewise provided for the 
adding of the manufactured product 
to the tonnage of the road, as soon as 
possible, aud the fulfillment of the con­ 
tract may make considerable differ­ 
ence in the vexatious question of lum­ 
ber rates as between northern and 
southern points. 
With the railroads pushing for the 
timber rather than the prairie coun­ 
try for their sources of revenue, Min­ 
nesota and Wisconsin are likely to ex­ 
perience years of unparalleled activity 
and business enterprise. Manufac­ 
tories will follow as a matter of expe­ 
diency and economy, and the prevail­ 
ing universal prosperity will be doubly 
manifest in the northwest. 
As a straw which shows which way 
the wind blows the Weyerhauser syn­ 
dicate Northern Pacific deal has a 
public importance outside of itself.

Of the amount of the total 
$-373,000,000 are in gold coin, and 
therefore largely held inthesubtreae- 
uries and the banks, and not in cir­ 
culation, any more than the silver 
bullion against which the silver cer­ 
tificates are issued. Of the standard 
silver dollars there are actually $59,-

sidiary silver coins $54,000,000. The

to over 
$130,000,000.

Australian Turkey, 
The scrub turkey of 
Australia 
seems to differ almost as widely 
from the bird of the poultry yard as 
do the Cape Cod and sage brush 
varieties. Some of its strange bab­ 
bits are described by the author of 
“My Wife and I in Queensland. 
Its habitat is in the thickest scrubs, 
where it is hard to get at. Iu ap­ 
pearance it much resembles the En­ 
glish hen-turkey, though consider 
ably smaller. 
The moet 
extraordinary thing 
about these birds is their nest, which 
is a circular mound of earth from 
three to four feet in height, and ten 
or fifteen feet in diameter. 
This 
must be the headquarters of a whole 
colony, for, large as it seems, the 
the mound is at certain seasons full 
of eggs. These are of an enormous 
size compared with that of the bird. 
They are covered carefully with sand, 
and hatched, as 1 suppose, by heat; al­ 
though in the dense scrubs of North­ 
ern Queensland, where I have found 
the nests, not one ray of sun could 
penetrate to them. 
“However hatched, it is impossible, 
without netting the whole mound, to 
catch the young ones, for the mo­ 
ment they burst the egg they sera 
their way out of the sand and dis­ 
appear in the scrub like a flash of 
ligntning. 
1 think little is known of their ha­ 
bits, for I believe they do not breed 
in confinement; but I was lucky in 
stumbling upon a nest once, whilst 
wandering 
through the scrub in 
search of a particu!nr butterfly. 
Having nothing lietter to do, I sat 
down and watched it. and saw four 
or five of the little things come wrig­ 
gling out and dive into thescrub,bs- 
m glost to sight in an instant. Al­ 
though I remained there at least 
three hours and perfectly motionless, 
I saw no sign of the old birds, so 
that I imagine that the little things 
most have instinct enough to cater 
for themselves. 


A Steer in the House, 
A drove of Texas cattle were being 
driven across the railroad tracks 
near the Martell house. One of the 
drove, a large steer, became separa­ 
ted from the others and ran down the 
tracks into the Yandalia yards. Be­ 
ing close pressed b / William Little, 
the driver, the steer mounted the 
outside stairs of a two story tene­ 
ment house situated close to the 
round house, and entered the kitchen 
and took possession. Mrs. A. O. 
Hennesy, with her baby in her arms, 
had just time to escape by a back 
stairway and save the life of herself 
and child. The infuriated steer upset 
the kitchen table, smashed the dishes, 
broke the chairs and other furniture, 
and overturned the stove. The driver 
mounted the stairs and, after some 
difficulty, managed to £ et a ring in 
the animal’s nose, but it broke and 
was useless. The animal, after hav­ 
ing completely wrecked the room, 
leisurely descended the stairs and 
was captor?« . 


Hawks and Trains, 
The promptness with which birds 
take advantage of the various ap­ 
pliances of the modern civilization 
is a strong argument in favor of ths 
doctrine that animal intelligence is 
not different from human intelligence 
in kind, but only in degree. 
According to one of our exchanges, 
an engine-driver on a Scotch rail­ 
way has noticed that hawks of the 
merlin, or “stone falcon,” species 
make regular use of the passing 
of trains, 
They fly does behind the train, 
near the ground, partly bidden by 
the smoke. 
As the cars thunder 
along through the fields and mead­ 
ows, small birds fly up in clouds, and 
while they are bewildered and pre­ 
occupied, ths merlin dashes among 
them out of the smoke, and easily 
secures its prey. 
Should it be unsuccessful, it re­ 
turns to the wake of the train, an< 
awaits ths startling ot another bevy 
The engineer affirms that the hawk 
has no difficulty in keeping up with 
the swiftest express trains. 


A Disgusted Congressm an, 
Congressman Peters, of Kansas 
advances some pretty good reasons 
why he should prefer to retire at the 
end of his present term. He sav 8 
that he has to pay $150 a month for 
an ordinary room at the National 
hotel, a very ordinary room.

A North Dakota Goose Hunt. 
In company with a party of Brain 
em gentlemen, consisting of A. F. 
Ferris, J. J. Howe, Jr., and J. J. 
Frost, the writer visited the North 
Dakota wheat fields in Nelson county 
last week in quest of wild geese. The 
party left Brainerd Wednesday morn­ 
ing on the early train and arrived at 
East Grand Forks at 10:45. Here we 
found Geo. A. Keene and H. Wolff, 
both former Brainerdites, who took 
pleasure in showing the cities on both 
sides of the raging Red River to us. 
Grand Forks, as our readers know, is 
a prohibition town, (from force of cir­ 
cumstance), while just across tho 
bridge in Minnesota is the wide-open 
city. The location is a handy one for 
the Dakota people who are addicted 
to their capa and as the evening falls 
the travel from one city to another is 
something wonderful. 
It was princi­ 
pally the liquor traffic that started the 
foundation of this new town, and if 
the state of things remain the same 
in five years it will be a bustling 
metropolis. A large industry among 
the saloon nen is the shipping of 
“original packages” into the Dakotas, 
and it is a poor concern that has not a 
car-load of jugs piled away in the 
cellar. Grand Forks proper is a fin# 
city, and although her population is 
lese than that of Brainerd’!, there are 
buildings in course of erection that 
woald do credit to a city of 50,000 
people. 
It was impossible for our 
party to get out of Grand Forks until 
Thursday morning, and at IO a. zn., 
we were speeding along on the Great 
Northern at the rate of forty miles an 
hour, the destination being Lacota, 
and we were not alone for there were 
fifty others on th# train bound for the 
same region with a fixed determina­ 
tion to kill every goose and gander in 
North Dakota. At Lacota our team 
was waiting for the party at the depot 
and in a snow and rain storm the trip 
was begun. 
The driver was inex­ 
perienced, the team was a slow one, 
and when night came only four geese 
graced our game-bags, but with 
firm determination to stay with the 
natives until we had made a reputa 
tion—or until we were dead broke, 
(and the latter is a very easy thing to 
accomplish in that section), we put up 
at a farm house for the night. At 4 
o’clock the next morning the party 
had started, but not without mishap, 
for Mr. Frost had let the live goose 
decoy escape in his endeavor to rescue 
him from under the tub where the 
careful housewife had placed the bird 
for safe keeping. Before daylight 
our pits were dug and each man had 
secreted himself under the ground to 
wait for the morning flight which never 
came, and but four birds were killed 
from the cover. That night we were 
quartered at Harrisburg, on Stump 
Lake, and for three days the hunting 
was continued in that section. 
There 
were millions of geese, but it is no 
easy matter to get them after you are 
in their country, and our boys felt as 
though they were reasonably lucky 
when the hunt was declared off and 
some fifty birds had been secured. 
The country around Stomp Lake 
and in that region is in very bad 
shape financially, and there is scarce­ 
ly a farmer but who would be glad 
to sell his land for less than it cost 
him. Crops have been a failure for 
several years, and in many instances 
farms have been abandoned. There 
are hundreds of acres of grain left 
standing in the field, being too poor 
to cut. 
Stump Lake is certainly a curiosity, 
situated as it is upon the prairie with­ 
out a stick of timber for miles around 
as far as the eye can reach, except a 
few scrubs around the edges, and one 
would hardly think that the lake had 
furnished the farmers in that region 
with wood for the past ten years, and 
was so doing to-day. The body of 
water is 30 miles long and in the 
shape of an S. Its bed must have 
been at one time a dense forest of 
huge oak trees, which at some period 
unknown to the oldest inhabitant, 
sunk and carried this body of timber 
with it The water is salt, the same 
as Devil’s Lake, and the timber is in 
as well a preserved state as when 
growing. The farmers fish for their 
wood there and if they could only 
discover a lake in which they could 
fish up their bread and butter they 
might stand some show of holding 
oat 
until good times strike that 
section again.

What it Means to Brainerd. 
The Northwestern Lumberman pub­ 
lishes the following article which 
shows what Brainerd will gain when 
the syndicate officially announce their 
intention of locating in this city: 
It is doubtful whether the lumber trade 
as a rule fully comprehends the mean 
ing of the purchase by the Weyer- 
hauser syndicate of all of the standing 
pine in Minnesota acquired by the 
Northern Pacific roar! with its land 
grant. The timber upon which the 
syndicate begins operations will ap 
proximate OW,OOO,OOO feet. The deal 
will net the Northern Pacific a million 
dollars on the sale, something like 
S4o0,000 of which has already been 
i»aid. This timber by the terms of 
the contract must be manufactured at 
some point on the line of the Northern 
Pacific, although any point for manu 
facture that will guarantee to the 
Northern Pacific the hauling of the 
product, will be deemed a sufficient 
fulfillment of the terms of the agree­ 
ment. This is a plain staterueut of a 
simple contract, bargain and sale, but 
examined closely it w ill be found to be 
a transaction of importance to more 
than one interest in the northwest. 
First, the amount of pine purchased 
is about equal to the total cut of two 
whole years on the Mississippi above 
Minneapolis, and is certainly of great 
importance to the lumber market gen 
erally. Second, the purchase contract 
requires ope rations to begin at once 
and it puts actively at work f 1,000,000 
of new capital controlled by such con 
servative iumber kings as Messrs. 
Weyerhauser, Linkman, Musser, Nor­ 
ton, Rutledge and Sauntry. Third, it 
means the absorption of a consider­ 
able amount of surplus labor and the 
securing of fat contracts for machinery 
and equipment by some of the Lum­ 
berman’s lucky advertisers. 
But it is not lumbermen alone that 
are interested in the syndicate deal. 
The general public can see that the 
Northern Pacific officials had a busi­ 
ness head on their shoulders when they 
inserted the clause in the contract 
which secures the traffic to their road. 
It is figured that one acre of average 
pine land will produce as much reve­ 
nue for one year for a railroad as IOO 
acres of 
agricultural land. These 
figures were also prominently in the 
mind of the Milwaukee A St. Paul 
management w hen it recently aequired 
the Milwaukee A Northern. It pre 
ferred to extend northward and secure 
a heavy and well paying lumber traffic 
rather than to cross the Missouri river 
and push westward through a sparsely 
settled agricultural country. In line 
with the 
Northern Pacific-Weyer 
Hauser deal also, is the action of the 
Atchison, Topeka A Santa Fe road, 
which on Oct. 2, sold to Mitchell Bros­ 
ot Michigan, at SIO an acre, 300,000 
acres of pine land at Grant Station on 
the Atlantic A Pacific. The terms of 
this sale likewise provided for the 
adding of the manufactured product 
to the tonnage of the road, as soon as 
possible, aud the fulfillment of the con­ 
tract may make considerable differ­ 
ence in the vexatious question of lum­ 
ber rates as between northern and 
southern points. 
With the railroads pushing for the 
timber rather than the prairie coun­ 
try for their sources of revenue, Min­ 
nesota and Wisconsin are likely to ex­ 
perience years of unparalleled activity 
and business enterprise. Manufac­ 
tories will follow as a matter of expe­ 
diency and economy, and the prevail­ 
ing universal prosperity will be doubly 
manifest in the north wrest. 
As a straw which shows which way 
the wind blows the Weyerhauser syn­ 
dicate Northern Pacific deal has a 
public importance outside of itself.

Australian Turkey, 
The scrub turkey of 
Australia 
seems to differ almost as widely 
from the bird of the poultry yard as 
do the Cape Cod and sage brash 
varieties. Some of ite strange bab­ 
bits are described by the author of 
“My Wife and I in Queensland.” 
Its habitat is in the thickest scrubs, 
where it is hard to get at. In ap­ 
pearance it much resembles the En­ 
glish hen-turkey, though consider­ 
ably smaller. 
The most 
extraordinary thing 
about these birds is their nest, which 
is a circular mound of earth from 
three to four feet in height, and ten 
or fifteen feet in diameter. 
This 
must be the headquarters of a whole 
colony, for, large as it seems, the 
the mound is at certain seasons full 
of eggs. These are of an enormous 
size compared with that of the bird. 
They are covered carefully with sand, 
and hatched, as I suppose, by heat; al­ 
though in the dense scrubs of North­ 
ern Queensland, where I have found 
the nests, not one ray of sun could 
penetrate to them. 
“However hatched, it is impossible, 
without netting the whole mound, to 
catch the young ones, for the mo­ 
ment they burst the egg they scrape 
their way out of the Rand and dis­ 
appear in the scrub like a flash of 
ligntning. 
I think little is known of their ha 
bits, for I believe they do not breed 
in confinement; but I was lucky in 
stumbling upon a nest once, whilst 
wandering 
through the scrub in 
search of a particular butterfly. 
Having nothing t>ei ter to do, I sat 
down and watched it, and saw four 
or five of the little things come wrig­ 
gling out and dive into the scrub, be- 
mg Tost to sight in an instant. Al­ 
though I remained there at least 
three hours and perfectly motionless, 
I saw no sign of the old birds, so 
that I imagine that the little things 
must have instinct enough to cater 
for themselves.

The aggregate currency of the 
United States on the first of March 
was, in sound numbers, $1,426,000,- 


0 0 0 —a decrease of over ten and a 
quarter millions during the month 
of February, the bulk of the decrease 
—$ 8 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 —being in gold certifi­ 
cates. Of the amount of the total 
$373,000,000 are in gold coin, and 
therefore largely held rn the subtreas­ 
uries and the banks, and not in cir­ 
culation, any more than the silver 
bullion against which the silver cer­ 
tificates are issued. Of the standard 
silver dollars there are actually $59,- 


0 0 0 , 0 0 0 in circulation, and the sub­ 
sidiary silver coins $54,000,000. The 
silver certificates foot up to $284,- 


0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , and the gold certificates 
amount 
to over 
$130,000,000. 
Treasury notes—or green banks—ag­ 
gregate $387,000,000, and the na­ 
tional bank notes $188,000,000. 
The increase of the treasury vaults in 
February 
was 
$4,376,000. 
Th# 
paper circulation—gold and silver 
certificates and treasury and nation­ 
al bank notes—is nearly $940,000,- 
000, or within a fraction of 70 per 
cent, of the total. 
Assuming the 
population of the country to be 60,- 


0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , this gives $16 of paper 
money for each individual, and a 
little over $18 of gold and silver 
coin, a total of $24, which is doubt­ 
less the highest average of any sol­ 
vent country.

Should it be unsuccessful, it re­ 
turns to the wake of the train, and 
awaits the startling of another bevy. 
The engineer affirms that the hawk 
has no difficulty in keeping up with 
the swiftest express trains.

The sugar that 
comes in, up to No. 16, is a white, ex 
cellent sugar, fit for table use any­ 
where . The people are, therefore, be­ 
yond the reach of any combination of 
refiners. 
This bill preserves in operation, 
adapting it to the present state of 
trade, that revenue system which the 
greatest statesmen of Europe de­ 
clares himself constrained to imitate; 
a system which has given us a material 
development “the most illustrious oi: 
modern time;” a system which first 
creates the finest market in the worlc. 
and then controls it for our own prin­ 
cipal enjoyment; a system which has 
raised the American farmer to 
dignity enjoyed by no other tiller oi! 
the soil, and the American mechanic 
to a place in society and in affairs 
which is the envy of hi9 brethren in 
every land. Are you ready to abandon 
this system ? Do you want to open 
your doors to the cheap, serf-wrought 
goods of other countries? Do you 
want to create here the very condi­ 
tions that all our millions of foreign- 
born citizens have fled from? If not, 
you will vote the republican ticket.

Commits Suicide. 


Despondency, the Result of 
Long Sickness and Finan­ 
cial Troubles the Cause. 


W ashington, Oct. 21.—A. B. M ullett. one 
of the best know n architects of this city, 
and for m any years supervising architect of 
the treasury departm ent, ih o t and killed 
him self this evening at his residence. 
He 
had been in poor health for a long time, 
suffering from rheum atic and other com ­ 
plaint*, but it is thought financial trouble 
wa« the chief cause of Mr. M ullett's act. 
Later in the evening tlie coroner was sum ­ 
moned, and alter an exam ination of the 
body gave a verdict of death from suicide 
due to m elancholia. 
The rem ains of Mr. 
M ullett will probably be taken to Cincin­ 
nati for interm ent. 
The funeral arrange­ 
m ents, however, w ill n o t be seltied defi­ 
nitely until Mrs. M ullett hears lrom a 
brother of Mr. M ullett’s who is at present 
in Kansas City. 
Mr. M ullett was fifty-six years old and 
Was well know n all over tho country. 
H e 
designed m any of the public buildings th at 
have been erected in d fferent cities, am ong 
them being the New Y ork city postoffice, 
the St. Paul postolfice building and the im ­ 
posing state, war and navy departm ent 
building in this city. 
Since bis retirem ent 
from, th e office o f stt|*ervising architect of 
the treasury Mr. M uliett has devoted m ost of 
his tim e to professional business in W ash­ 
ington. 
Mr. Mullett leaves a iatnily o f five chil­ 
dren, lour of whom are in W ashington and 
one in Kansas City. 
H is m other, two 
brothers and two slstejs also reside in K an­ 
sas City. 
Mr. M ullett had a severe case of the grip 
last winter, from w hich he still suffered. 
F o r the past few m onths lie has been at 
tim es despondent and gloom y. 
H e had 
built several houses recently th at he could 
not dispose of, and this preyed upon his 
m ind. 
Mrs. M ullett is com pletely pros­ 
trated by the severe shock and i*> 
r. 
ler 
m edical treatm ent.

class. They do not tell him that last year 
the agricultural products imported on 
which duty was levied aggregated in 
value over $250,000,000. 
And yet this 
is a fact 
They do not tell him that our 
total agricultural imports amounted to 
nearly $350,000,000. 
How m a n y farmers know that the ag­ 
gregate importation of fruit, hide*, eggs 
and vegetables is about equivalent in 
value to the Importation of manufact­ 
ures of iron and steel ? How many know 
that the aggregate importation of raw 
flax and hemp, breadstuffs. eggs, vegeta­ 
bles and wools, ail products of the farm, 
is about the Siinein value as the importa­ 
tion of manufactures of wool, or nearly 
$53,000,000 ? Changing the combination 
and adding hops aud hay to fruit, flux, 
See., and we have an aggregate far ex­ 
ceeding the imports of chemicals, while 
the importation of the la.*i two items 
would equal in value the annual impor­ 
tation of manufactures of silk. 
Is the American farmer ready to calmly 
listen to attacks on the greedy robber 
barons who manufacture glass and g’ass- 
ware when the imports of his own pro­ 
tected breadstuffs barely exceeded an­ 
nually the importation of glass; when 
Ihe import* of seeds, not medicinal, are 
tbout the same us the imports of earthen­ 
ware ? 
No ! Unless we are very much mis­ 
taken, the American farmer has aho- 
tether too much hay out himself not to 
be clever to bis neighbor, the manu­ 
facturer in the matter ot exchanging 
courtesies.

Labor and Wages In Germany. 


T h e E f f e c t o f a D e c a d e o f P r o t o e t l o a 
I n t h a t C o u n t r y . 
Previous to 1880 Germany, accepting 
the Biiti-h policy of Free-Trade, im­ 
ported a half million of wool hats per 
annum. 
After Protection the English 
were driven out of the German market, 
as the Germans imported in 1883 but 
30.000 hats, against 500,000 in 1878. 
Linen mmufseture has inercH«ed in Ger­ 
many 
per cent., wnile it has *.«- 
creased in Great Britain 18 percent. Tne 
exports of linen and yarn for the last ten 
years have decreased‘fully one half. The 
shares ol the leading flax* mills at Biele­ 
feld. Germany, are 22 percent, above par, 
while the shares of the ten leading fUx 
mills of Belfast, Ireland, are between 50 
nnd 00 per cent, below par. Two hun­ 
dred thousand personsaieengaged in the 
manufacture of fl ix in Germany and but 
150.000 in England. 
Wages also have increased at a greater 
rate in Germany than in England. 
Why 
is it, some ask, that labor is not so high 
in Germany under Protection as in Free- 
Trade England ? The answer is quite 
easy. 
Protection in Germany has built 
up a home market of purchasing power, 
thus stimulating a local production that 
enables the German w’orkman to buy 
cheaper than his English brother, who 
has to pay tor the foreign breadstuffs he 
consumes, and who is so pent up that if 
he lives in else but a hovel must pav an 
exorbitant rent to “ mi lord.” On tho 
other hand, the German workingman 
has economical tastes in dre-s and living, 
and meets his wants with a compensa­ 
tory balance of wages. 
The Iron and 
Association of G-r- 
many represents 350 firms, with a espi al 
of $232,000,000, arid employs 235.000 
men. Ten years ago they were repre- 
| sented by 320 firms, employing but 
j 151,000 persons. Their monthly wages 
j have im r* ased 52 per cent., aud this rule 
| of increase of wages will apply to ail 
Germany. Wages are lower in Germany, 
but they are much higher than under 
Free-Trade, and their lower standard 
than that of Great Britain is more thsn 
compensated for by their cheap r food, 
raiment and house rent than is paid for 
by the British wageworker.

Serviii is heading off the dishonesty of 
importers by declining to accept their 
valuations of imports except under the 
inspection of berow n customs appraise rs, 
and, as we have heretofore shown, even 
in England a strong party is hiring formed 
looking to a Protective financial system. 
We all know how it is in Canada and the 
United States. It is to be observed that 
whenever allusion is made to this fa*f and 
wide-sprefcding sentiment in favor of 
T .riff protection, the information is pro­ 
mulgated that “ British trad< rs and 
manufacturers protest ” against proposed 
changes. These protests do not retard 
the movement, and Britaiu will soon have 
to joiu the procession. 


Protection for Farm Products.

tic of Free-Trade, who n< vcr 
lets slip tae opjroit unity for re iterating 
h s creed, is that: 
TkrifT Utxifrion D uot limited to the con­ 
sumer iA mipoi ted articles, but the duties in> 
putted iq-)p such articles 
a eorreqxntd- 
ui# mere*** iu (Mice to 
laid upon th® 
domestic productions of the same kind. 
Every sensible business inan, with the 
price lists of the different trade center* 
before him. cau sec that this ia not true; 
a hile it is a fact that the Tariff rates above 
quoted serve as a check to an influx of 
;*»re go grown prodriers which would, 
;n the absence of such barrier, ser'ously 
embarrass market prices in the United 
Stans. 
Foreign producers pay the 
Tariff on such of these products as they 
•>eod here, and hence cannot afford to 
3ell them as cheaply as they could and 
would sell if permitted to bring their 
products here free. 
What they thus 
say in the way of Tariff goes into the 
public treasury, and by so much reduces 
ti.e amount that otherwise wcuid be 
raided from our own citizens. 
But not withstanding tne fact that 
foreign farmers are taxed for the privi­ 
lege of selling their products in our 
mark* Is, they did send here during the 
last fiscal year staple farm product* to 
the value of nearly $14 000.0(Hi—namely: 
Breads? uffs, $6,034,272; vegetables, $1,- 
455,354; live animals, $3,270,277. Af­ 
ter paying over two and three quarter 
million dollars as Tariff, these w< re *old 
iu comjietuion with the proaucls of 
American faims. 
It ia with such facts as these that Free- 
Trade attorney* should Ijc confronted 
when pleading with the larmer for his 
vote a"rtin*t the j»olicy of Protection for 
Araeru an labor. The American farmer 
can no more successfully compete A.utinst 
the cheap grown wh»at of India and 
itussia than the American manufacturer 
can compete with Lis foreign comoetitor 
iu making cheap goods. The Tariff of 
20 cents per bushel removed, and the 
price of American grown wheat would 
come down, or foreign growD whest 
would be sold in its sli ad. Proof of this 
lies in a comparison of market quotations 
from the commercial centers of E ir»i»c 
and the United State*, and farmer* wiil 
find more profit in such compnriMjn than 
in listening to the confusing diatribes of 
Free-Trade advocates.

M IN N E S O T A .

The city of M ankato has let a contract 
for five 3 ears for lighting the streets with 
electricity. 
J. R. Morrin & Co., of Albert Lea. have 
shipped seventeen carloads o 'eggs this year, 
each car containing 400 cases, 144,000 
dozen, or 2 ,4 4 8 ,0 0 0 eggs. 
John Anderson, a deaf and durubman, was 
killed by a Northern Pacific engine while 
crossing a bridgeat Henning. 
He was facing 
the train but was looking at his feet. 
The loss to farmers in Lawrence township, 
Grant county, from the recent prairie fire Is 
estim ated at between $40,000 ami $50,000 
Tiie five started from cinders dumped on the 
roadway by a farm engine.

A North Dakota Goose Hunt. 
In company with a party of Brain- 
ern gentlemen, consisting of A. F. 
Ferris. J. J. Howe, Jr., and J. J. 
Frost, the writer visited the North 
Dakota wheat fields in Nelson county 
last week in quest of wild geese. The 
party left Brainerd Wednesday morn­ 
ing on the early train and arrived at 
East Grand Forks at 10:45. 
Here we 
found Geo. A. Keene and H. Wolff, 
both former Brainerdites, who took 
pleasure ;n showing the cities on both 
sides of the raging Red River to us. 
Grand Forks, as our readers know, is 
a prohibition town, (from force of cir­ 
cumstances), while just across the 
bridge in Minnesota is the wide-open 
city. 
The location is a handy one for 
the Dakota people who are addicted 
to their cups, and as the evening falls 
the travel from one city to another is 
something wonderful. 
It was princi­ 
pally the liquor traffic that started the 
foundation of this new town, and if 
the state of things remain the same 
in five years it will be a bustling 
metropolis. 
A large industry among 
tho saloon n en is the shipping of 
“original packages” into the Dakotas, 
and it is a poor concern that has not a 
car-load of jugs piled away in the 
cellar. Grand Forks proper is a fine 
city, and although her population is 
less than that of Brainerd’s, there are 
buildings in course of erection that 
would do credit to a city of 50,000 
people. 
It was impossible for our 
party to get out of Grand Forks until 
Thursday morning, and at 10 a. m., 
we wero speeding along on the Great 
Northern at the rate of forty miles an 
hour, the destination being Lacota. 
and we were not alone for there were 
fifty others on ths train bound for the 
same region with a fixed determina­ 
tion to kill every goose and gander in 
North Dakota. 
At Lacota our team 
was waiting for the party at the depot 
and m a snow and rain storm the trip 
was begun. 
The driver was inex­ 
perienced, the team was a slow one, 
and when night came only four geese 
graced our game-bags, but with a 
firm determination to stay with the 
natives until we had made a reputa­ 
tion—or until we were dead broke, 
(and the latter is a very easy thing to 
accomplish in that section), we put up 
at a farm house for the night. At 4 
o’clock the next morning the party 
had started, but not without mishap, 
for Mr. Frost had let the live goose 
decoy escape m his endeavor to rescue 
him from under the tub where the 
careful housewife had placed the bird 
for safe keeping. 
Before daylight 
our pits were dug and each man had 
secreted himself under the ground to 
wait for the morning flight which never 
came, and but four birds were killed 
from the cover. 
That night we were 
quartered at Harrisburg, on Stump 
Lake, and for three days the hunting 
was continued in that section. 
There 
were millions of geese, but it is no 
easy matter to get them after you are 
in their country, and our boys felt as 
though they were reasonably lucky 
when the hunt was declared off and 
some fifty birds had been secured. 
The country around Stump Lake 
and, in that region is in very bad 
shape financially, and there is scarce­ 
ly a farmer but who would be glad 
to sell his land for less than it cost 
him. 
Crops have been a failure for 
several years, and in many instances 
farms have been abandoned. 
There 
are hundreds of acres of grain left 
standing in the field, being too poor 
to cut. 
Stump Lake is certainly a curiosity, 
situated as it is upon the prairie with­ 
out a stick of timber for miles around 
as far as the eye can reach, except a 
few scrubs around the edges, and one 
would hardly think that the lake had 
furnished the farmers in that region 
with wood for the past ten years, and 
was so doing to-day. 
The body of 
water is 30 miles long and in the 
shape of an S. 
Its bed must have 
been at one time a dense forest of 
huge oak trees, which at some period 
unknown to the oldest inhabitant, 
sunk and carried this body of timber 
with it. 
The water is salt, the same 
as Devil’s Lake, and the timber is in 
as well a preserved state as when 
growing. 
The farmers fish for their 
wood there and if they could only 
discover a lake in which they could 
fish up their bread and butter they 
might 6tand some show of holding 
out 
until good times strike that 
section again.

What it Means to Brainerd. 
The Northwestern Lumberman pub­ 
lishes the following article which 
shows what Brainerd will gain when 
the syndicate officially announce their 
intention of locating in this city: 
It is doubtful whether the lumber trade 
as a rule fully comprehends the mean­ 
ing of the purchase by the Weyer- 
hauser syndicate of all of the standing 
pine in Minnesota acquired by the 
Northern Pacific road with its land 
grant. 
The timber upon which the 
syndicate begins operations will ap­ 
proximate 600,000,000 feet. 
The deal 
will net the Northern Pacific a million 
dollars on the sale, something like 
S4o0,000 of which has already been 
paid. This timber by the terms of 
the contract must be manufactured at 
some point on the line of the Northern 
Pacific, although any point for manu­ 
facture that will guarantee to the 
Northern Pacific the hauling of the 
product, will be deemed a sufficient 
fulfillment of the terms of the agree­ 
ment. This is a plain statemeut of a 
simple contract, bargain and sale, but 
examined closely it will be found to tie 
a transaction of importance to more 
than one interest in the northwest. 
First, the amount of pine purchased 
is about equal to the total cut of two 
whole years on the Mississippi above 
Minneapolis, and is certainly of great 
importance to the lumber market gen­ 
erally. >econd, the purchase contract 
requires operations to begin at once 
and it puts actively at work SI,000,000 
of new capital controlled by such con­ 
servative iumber kings as Messrs. 
Weyerhauser, Denkman, Musser, Nor­ 
ton, Rutledge and >auntry. 
Third, it 
means the absorption of a consider­ 
able amount of surplus labor and the 
securing of fat contracts for machinery 
and equipment by some of the Lum­ 
berman’s lucky advertisers. 
But it is not lumbermen alone that 
are interested in the syndicate deal. 
The general public can see that the 
Northern Pacific officials had a busi­ 
ness head on their shoulders when they 
inserted the clause in the contract 
which secures the traffic to their road. 
It is figured that one acre of average 
pine land will produce as much reve­ 
nue for one year for a railroad as 100 
acres of 
agricultural 
land. These 
figures were also prominently in the 
mind of the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
management w hen it recently acquired 
the Milwaukee A Northern. 
It pre 
ferred to extend northward and secure 
a heavy and well paying lumber traffic 
rather than to cross the Missouri river 
and push westward through a sparsely 
settled agricultural country. In line 
with the 
Northern Pacific-Weyer­ 
hauser deal also, is the action of the 
Atchison, Topeka Sc Santa Fe road, 
which on Oct. 2, sold to Mitchell Bros., 
of Michigan, at $10 an acre, 300,000 
acres of pine land at Grant Station on 
the Atlantic Sc Pacific. 
The terms of 
this sale likewise provided for the 
adding of the manufactured product 
to the tonnage of the road, as soon as 
possible, and the fulfillment of the con­ 
tract may make considerable differ­ 
ence in the vexatious question of lum­ 
ber rates as between northern and 
southern points. 
With the railroads pushing for the 
timber rather than the prairie coun­ 
try for their sources of revenue, Min­ 
nesota and Wisconsin are likely to ex­ 
perience years of unparalleled activity 
and business enterprise. 
Manufac­ 
tories will follow as a matter of expe­ 
diency and economy, and the prevail­ 
ing universal prosperity will be doubly 
manifest in the northwest. 
As a straw which shows whicli way 
the wind blows the Weyerhauser syn­ 
dicate Northern Pacific deal has a 
public importance outside of itself.

Australian Turkey, 
The scrub turkey of 
Australia 
seems to differ alm ost as widely 
from the bird of the poultry yard as 
do the Cape Cod and sage brush 
varieties. Some of its strange hab- 
bits are described by the autnor of 
“My Wife and I in 
Queensland/' 
Its habitat is in the thickest scrubs, 
where it is hard to get at. In ap­ 
pearance it much resembles the En­ 
glish hen-turkey, though consider­ 
ably smaller. 
The most 
extraordinary thing 
about these birds is their nest, which 
is a circular mound of earth from 
three to four feet in height, and ten 
or fifteen feet in diameter. 
This 
m ust be the headquarters of a whole 
colony, for, large as it seems, the 
the mound is a t certain seasons full 
of eggs. These are of nn enormous 
size compared with th at of the bird. 
They are covered carefully with sand, 
and hatched, as I suppose, by heat; al­ 
though in the dense scrubs of North­ 
ern Queensland, where I have found 
the nests, not one ray of sun could 
penetrate to them. 
“However hatched, it is impossible, 
without netting the whole mound, to 
catch the young ones, for 
the mo­ 
ment they burst the egg they scrape 
their way out of the sand and dis­ 
appear in the scrub like a flash of 
ligntning. 
I think little is known of their ha­ 
bits, for I believe they do not breed 
in confinement; but I was lucky in 
stumbling upon a nest once, whilst 
wandering: 
through the scrub in 
search of a particular butterfly. 
Having nothing l>etter to do, I sat 
down and watched it, and saw four 
or five of the little things come wrig­ 
gling out and dive into the scrub, be­ 
ing lost to sight in an instant. Al­ 
though I remained there a t least 
three hours and perfectly motionless, 
I saw no sign of the old birds, so 
th a t I imagine th a t the little things 
m ast have instinct enough to cater 
for themselves. 


A Stoerin the House,

tracks into the Vandalia yards. Be­ 
ing close pressed b / William Little, 
the driver, the steer mounted the 
outside stairs of a two story tene­ 
ment house situated close to the 
round house, and entered the kitchen 
and took possession.

Money In Circulation. 
From Expert ana Finance. 
The aggregate currency of the 
I nited States on the first of March 
was, in sound numbers, $1,426,000,- 
000—a decrease of over ten and a 
quarter millions during the month 
of February, the bulk of the decrease 
—$8,000,000—being In gold certifi­ 
cates. Of the am ount of the total 
$373,000,000 are in gold coin, and 
therefore largely held in the subtreas­ 
uries and the banks, and not in cir­ 
culation, any more than the silver 
bullion against which the silver cer­ 
tificates are issued. Of the standard 
silver dollars there are actually $59,- 
000,000 in circulation, and the sub­ 
sidiary silvercoins $54,000,000. The 
silver certificates foot up to $284,- 
000,000, and the gold certificates 
am ount 
to 
over 
$130,000,000. 
Treasury notes—or green banks—ag­ 
gregate $337,000,000, and the na­ 
tional bank notes $188,000,000. 
The increase of the treasury vaults in 
February 
wae 
$4,376,000. 
Ths 
paper circulation—gold and silver 
certificates and treasury and nation­ 
al bank notes—is nearly $940,000,- 
000, or within a fraction of 70 per 
cent, of the total. 
Assuming the 
population of the country to be 60,- 
000,000, this gives $16 of paper 
money for each individual, and a 
little over $18 of gold and silver 
coin, a total of $24, which is doubt­ 
less the highest average of any sol­ 
vent country. 


Hawks and Trains. 
The promptness with which birds 
take advantage of the various ap­ 
pliances of the modern civilization 
is a strong argum ent in favor of the 
doctrine th a t animal intelligence is 
not different from human intelligence 
in kind, but only in degree. 
According to one of our exchanges, 
an engine-driver on a Scotch rail­ 
way has noticed th a t hawks of the 
merlin, or “stone falcon,” species 
make regular use of the passing 
of trains, 
They fly close behind the train, 
near the ground, partly bidden by 
the smoke. 
As the cars thunder 
along through the fields and mead­ 
ows, small birds fly up in clouds, and 
while they are bewildered and pre­ 
occupied, the merlin dashes among 
them out of the smoke, and easily 
secures its prey. 
Should it be unsuccessful, it re­ 
turns to the wake of the train, and 
awaits the startling of another bevy. 
The engineer affirms th a t the hawk 
has no difficulty in keeping up with 
the swiftest express trains. 


A D is g u s te d C o n g re s s m a n , 
Congressman Peters, of Kansas, 
advances some pretty good reasons 
why he should prefer to retire a t the 
end of his present term. He say8 
th a t he has to pay $150 a m onth for 
an ordinary room a t the National 
hotel, a very ordinary room. 
Then 
it costs him $100 a month to hire a 
stenographer and clerk to attend 
correspondence 
and 
documents. 
Postage costs him $1 a day. He has 
to pay out from $30 to $40 a m onth 
for carriages, hansoms ami Herdics, 
riding around on errands.
